50 other climbers to be airlifted 
from a mountain shelter. 
But the five rescues cost two

down to the camp on the 10.000 
foot level of Mt. McKinley Sun­ 
day accompanied by Dr. Rodman 
Wilson. Anchorage. The Whittak­ 
ers and two other men had been 
injured Tuesday when they tum­ 
bled down the slope of the moun­ 
tain to the 17.000 foot level. 
Weather reports Sunday night 
said McKinley was 
com pletely 
weathered in above the 2.000 foot 
iavai, with ram falling below IQ,1 


000 feet and snow at higher ler-els. 
Winds at the 10.000 foot level 
were estimated at 35 knots. 
THE WEATHER Bureau warn­ 
ed the storm may last at least

Death Ray Bomb 
Work Reported 


WASHINGTON 6JFÍ - Sdentisl- 
in both the United States an d 
Russia are working on a neutron 
"death ray" bomb that could de 
stroy an enemy troop concentra 
tion without contaminating friend 
ly forces, it was imported today 
The magazine U. S. News & 
World Report said in a eopv- 
righted article that the U. S. neu 
tron bomb project was so hush 
hush that even the cod» name 
has been labeled top secret." 
THE REPORT SAID a neutron 
bomb, when developed for combat, 
would revolutionize nuclear war­ 
fare. It would kill men with 
streams of poison radiation, while 
leaving machines and buildings 
undamaged 
The magazine said there have 
been substantial hints that the So­ 
viet Union al«o was trying to per 
feat (uch < device. 


IT COULD BE fired mto enemy 
concentrations m a compact war­ 
head which would control and 
concentrate radiation to virtually 
eliminate falloui. But the article 
said Ihe "death ray" radiation 
would be "greater than those pro­ 
duced by todays conventional' 
nuclear bombs " 
The report aiso said tests of 
the weapons could defy detection 
liecause the blast of a neutron 
bomb would he "negligible." It 
said civdian scientists placed the 
odds against detection at "a mil­ 
lion to one " 
The i-eport said the weapon 
would be invaluable in defending 
Europe or other allied areas, as 
"the bomb would main or anni­ 
hilate enemy soldiers who have 
invaded friendly soil without de- 
sirov mg the industry ot nomos 
of aide*."

Hardest hit In the Hawaiian Is­ 
land, waa th* port city of Hilo 
on th* "big island" of Hawaii. All

of th* damage wax there. 
CITO, DEFENNH Headquarter* 
in Honolulu reported the bodies ot 
three Oriental boy* and two wo­ 
men wee brought to a receiving 
center in Hilo. Ambulance* wet* 
sent to pick up four more bodies 
found by police in th* «tricken 
area, the agency said.
